of coal. At the colliery .end the coal is con- 
veyed from screens into a 1.000-ton bunker, 
loaded into buckets, which travel on ropes, 
supported by 177 trestles across country, 
until, near Dover, thev pass through a tun- 
nel a quarter of a mile-long. Emerging at 
the face. of the cliff they are carried on 
trestles about 7Oft. hich to a bunker,, into 
which the eontents are automatically tipped. 

The discharging machinery is worked by 
electricity and consists of a series of cot- 
vevors from the bunker to an automatic 
weighing machine, back to and down a chute 
into the ship. The empty buekets are ré- 
turned to the collierv throuch a tunnel, twin 
to that already mentioned, The harborr bun- 
ker is of reinforced concrete and that at 
the colliery of steel. The motive power for the 
nlant is derived from a stenm engine of 200 
horse nower situated in a driving station at 
West Langdon. 

From end to end fewer than 20 men are 
needed to work the nlant, the total cost of 
which is about £120,000, It has tak . about 
two years to build.

Donnybrook Castle. 


At Donnybrook another country house 
came into view. This was Donnybrook 
Castle, once the residence of the famous 
Sir William Ussher. From his father’s 
house the first book ever printed in Irish 
was issued, and he himself bore the 
expenses of printing the New Testament 
in the same language. His eldest son and 
heir was drowned during one of the 
periodical uprisings of the then turbulent 
River Dodded, but he left twelve children, 
from whom are said to have descended the 
Dukes of Wellington and Leinster, five 
earls, a viscount and a marquess. At a 
later date the Castle was occupied by a 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, Sir Francis 
Stoyte, a close friend of “ Stella.’’ As a 
consequence, Swift was a frequent visitor, 
and enjoyed there “ a world of dinners.”’ 
and, perhaps, some of the asparagus for 
which the gardens were then fayious. The 
remains of this ancient house cve now 
merged in the buildings of the Magdalen 
Asylum in Donnybrook,

He was glad that the fund for that 
extension was steadily increasing, but it 
would be well for suffering children if it 
increased more rapidly. He congratniated 
the Governors and staff, and spoke of the 
work of many of their supporters throughout 
the country, especially the ladies who en-

\ir. Lemass (F,F,, Dublin 8.) said that he 
was not going to question the ity of the 
stens taken to form the Reserve, so much as 
heir wisdom.

ail, but by straining powers given him in 
he Act of 1923. Men were brought into the 
Army, and, without any period of training, 
transfered to the Reserve. He thought it was 
due to that particular procedure that the 
Volunteer Reserve had been a hopeless 
failure, It was announced that 15,000 
recruits were required, but in Dublin, of six 
manent who offered, only three hundred were 
accepted. 

The failure was not, so much because the 
people did not, want a reserve force, as be- 
cause of the methods which were adopted to 
create Persons offering themselves for 
enlistment were required to subscribe to a 
declaration or oath, which, they were in- 
formed unmediately afterwards, ceased to he 
operative on their transfer to the Reserve. 
That declaration required them not to be 
members ‘of, or to subscribe to, any political 
ociety or organisation, Obviously a citizen 
army conid not be created if the members, as 
a first step, had to declare by oath that they 
would not exercise one of the fundamental 
richts of citizenship—the right to influence 
political matters through a political organtisa- 
Won. 

In connection with this force there was a 
definite impression created that it was not to 
be used to defend the country against external 
aggression, but as a sort of Fascist force for 
the present Executive Council, and it was 
the clumsy method adopted that created that 
impression. They had many assurances from 
the Ministry that the Army was, and would 
be, non-political, and would give the same 
loyalty to any Government. He was always 
glad of these assurances and hoped that time 
would prove them, but it was an extra-

If this country were to maintain an army 
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that would take its stand in the “thin red 
ne” whenever Great Britain went to war 
with another country, that army would be 
more of a menace to the country than a pro- 
tection, because it would involve the country 
in that war If the Army was intended to 
maintain internal peace it ought to be on a 
ermanent, not a temporary, basis. He would 
like the Minister to say what would be done 
if at any time Great Britain was attacked and 
this country was invaded: would he use the 
Army to resist the invading force, or would 
it simply be neutral? 

Mr. MACENTEE (F.F., Dublin County), 
said that many people were afraid that the 
Reserve Force would be used in a trade dis- 
pute or in a semi-political way. 

Mr. ESMONDE (Government, Wexford). 
suggested that it would be very popular ií 
the Government organised in horse-breeding 
districts a few cavalry regimenis for training 
during the autumn or winter. He regretted 
that nothing was being done to establish an 
aerial reserve force, and said that the aero- 
dromes in the country were falling into dis- 
repair and being generally neglecied. It was 
being widely rumoured that sufficient, facilities 
were not being given to civil servants to en- 
able them to join the Reserve. 


MINISTERIAL REPLY. 


Mr, FITZGERALD, in reply, said that 
Veputies Lemass and Aiken had shown a 
complete misapprehension as to the entire 
position of the Volunteer Reserve, the 
formation of which was first announced in 
the Budget statement of 1927, whilst he him. 
self had frequently spoken on the matter 
since. 

An effort had been made in one of the 
official organs of the Fianna Fail party to 
create an impression that it was a political 
organisation. When the men were not 
actively engaged in the Reserve they had a 
perfect right to continue any particular 
opinions on any particular matter. Deputy 
Lemass recognised that the discipline of the 
Army was vpry effective, in so far as that 
men who were in the Army with strong 
political opinions only made those opinions 
apparent when they left the Army. They 
sought intelligent men as officers for the 
Army, and neturally the majority of them, 
being intelligent, would be in strong opposi- 
tion to the Fianna Fail party. 

The suggestion that they were trying to 
make the Volunteer Reserve a _ political 
organisation was diametrically opposed to the 
truth. Men of any party or holding any 
political opinions were eligible to join pro- 
vided that they were physically sound and 

the mental test, but that would 
exclude most of the party opposite. 


RESERVISTS AND POLITICS. 

In regard to participation in politics the 
form of declaration was necessary because, in 
the event of a national emergency, those 
Keservists would be called up for active 
Service, and should then be subject to 
military discipline. In ordinary circumstances 
that proviso did not apply. 

The whole idea of the Government in the 
matter of these Reservists was that the Irish 
State existed for the people of the country 
and for their well-being, and should be pro- 
tected, If that were something contrary to 
the ideals of Irish nationality, ajl he could 
Say was that there was something wrong with 
such an ideal of nationality. | 

He regarded the statement of Deputy 
Hogan as a most contemptible doctrine—that 
if their country was invaded they should 
remain supine, and allow Britain to defend 
it. That was the doctrine of the coward 
and the slave. 

All branches of the Reserve, he added, 
taken together, numbered about seven 
thousand men. 

Answering Mr. AIKEN, 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that the Volunteer 
Reserve, with the O.T.C., was something in 
the neighbourhood of five hundred. 

Mr. AIKEN—How many out of Trinity ? 

Mr. FITZGERALD—Eighty-two. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that the 
Minister had misrepresented what he said. 
He did not say that they should remain 
neutral if they were invaded. What he did 
say was that they were a Dominion of the 
British Commonwealth, and, if they were 
invaded, it was the duty of Great Britain 
and every Dominion to resist that. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that, if he had 
misrepresented the deputy, he was very 
sorry. To say that they were a Dominion of 
Great Britain totally misrepresented the 
position. This. State was entirely inde- 

ndent of Great Britain, and it was not 
jreat Britain’s business to defend them. it 
was Great Britain’s duty to defend herself, 
and it was the Free State’s business to 
defend itself. The British Government had 
no control whatsoever over the Irish Free 
State. 

The second reading was carried by sixty- 
four votes to forty-six. 


WORK OF THE LAND 
COMMISSION. 


— 


President COSGRAVE moved a vote of 
£10 for the Land Commission. 

Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Lands Department of the Ministry for 
Lands and Fisheries, said that a nominal 
sum was put down to enable them to expend 
further sums in the improvement of estates. 
Out of £150,000 voted for improvement 
works, £112,000 had been spent up to the 
end of October last, leaving only £58,000 to 
be expended to the end of the financial year 
—a sum that was totally madequate. It 
was very difficult to estimate at the beginning 
of the year what sum would be required 
under this head, as all kinds of obstacles 
might arise during the year, 

Owing to the passing of the Land Act 
last year the inspectorial staff were now 
able to concentrate on the work of dividing 
and equipping of untenanted Jand, and the 
work should now be speeded up. As far as 
gsible, they were now substituting 
permanent agreements with holders for the 
temporary agreements. This was to enable 
holders io borrow money on their holdings, 
as it was found that the Credit Corporation 
and the banks would not Jend money on 
temporary convenience lettings. The pro- 
ress disclosed by the recent report issued 
by the Land Commission was being main 
ii i resent year. . 
mc“ ER (E.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
moved that the estimate be referred back, 
ia order to give an opportunity of discussing 
the Land Commission in con- 
nection with the improvement of estates. The 
total amount that yould be spent by the 
Land Commission in the present financial 
year would be £195,000, while in the last 
financial year the amount estimated was 
£330,000, and for the last six years the 
umount spent was about £1,500,000, or Cer 
£250,000 a year. It was thus obvious thal 
there was a. slackening of this work, and 
there was no reason why it should not be 
brought up to the £250,000 level 


ROAD MAINTENANCE. á 
Mr. M. O' LLY '(E.F., Meath) sáid 
that in the case of big estates in counties 
like Meath, where roads had t made 
to connect with the county roads, no pro- 
vision was made for the maintenance of 
those roads, with the result that those which 
were constructed some years ago were 
deteriorating and becoming unfit for traffic, 
It would be unfair. that the tenants should 
pay for their maintenance. 
(F.F.; Cork E.) said that the: 
Land Commission was paying four times the 
value of some estates, with the result that 
the tenants were finding it impossible to pay 
the annuities. So far as the improvement 
of estates in his constituency was concerned, 
he thought that the Land Commission 
officials were doing more wrecking than the

PRESENT INQUIRY 
CONDEMNED. 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
for a supplementary estimate, not exceeding 
£14,800, for old age pensions. He explained 
that it was necessary because of the upward 
tendency of the number who were receiving 
»sensions. This might be attributed to the 

iter health of the people, owing to the im- 

roved hygiene under which they were living. 

here was also a small increase in the average 

amount of the pension paid, while additional 

money had to be provided for increased ex- 
ves of the Pensions Committees. 

Mr. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) complained 
of the attitude of some of the pensions officers 
to claims allowed by the Committees. He 
mentioned several instances in which, he said, 
the recommendations of the Commitiees were 
turned down by the officers. 

Mr. E. CAREY (Gevt., Cork E.) said that 
pensions officers were too prying in their in- 
quiries into the assets of the claimants. 

Mr. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that he 
thought there were some times grounds for 
complaints as to the long delay in the in- 
vestigation of claims. In quite a number of 
cases documentary proof of age was unobtain- 
able, as could be well understood. He 
thought that once the local commitiee were 
convinced, after personal interviews with the 
Inspector, that the applicant had in all 
reasonable probability reached the qualifving 
age. pensions should forthwith be granted. 

Mr. SHAW (Govi., Longford-Westmeath) 
said that something ought to be done in re- 
spect of cases where no baptismal or other 
proof of age could be obtained. There was 
quite a number of cases of persons entitled 
io pensions who did not get them owing to 
the absence of such proofs. He suggested 
that they might be entitled to go. before a 
District Justice, to whom they could make 
their case, and get the pensions forthwith. 

MARRIAGE CERTIFICATES. i 

Mr. CONNOLLY (Government, Longford- 
Westmeath) expressed the opinion that too 
mach importance should not be attached to 
marriage certificates, particularly in the case 
of women. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) agreed with 
Deputy Connolly, and said that in many

eases the ages, especially of women, given in 
marriage vertificates were unreliable, and 
placed applicants at a disadvantage. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that he 
would like to hear from the Minister the real 
functions of the Pensions Committees. At 
present they had no powers whatever. They 
simply investigated claims, agd the Pensions 
Officer decided. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in replying, said that the 
Act was being administered in a most liberal 
manner. It was quite recognisable that 
many applicants could not get documentary 
proof, and pensions were granted on affidavits 
made by neighbours, and thousands of appli- 
cants were granted pensions in this manner. 

He would not agree that cases should be 
decided by District Justices. It would lead 
to expense, and would not tend to the expedi- 
tions administration of the Act. The idea 
had previously been considered, and rejected. 

He admitted that marriage certificates were 
unreliable. There were a good many appli- 
cants for the pension who knew they had 
not attained the age. In a part of the West 
of Ireland, owing to the issue of false certi- 
ficates by parish clerks, about £15,000 was 
paid out to people who were not entitled to 
it, before the fraud was discovered. 

As regards the functions of the Committees, 
they were a court of first instance. He com- 
plained that Committees did not do their 
duty in a thorough way, and their weakness 
was that they were not sufficiently judicial

The 
policy of the delegates would be to convince 
the other delegates that the tariff truce 
would be good for everybody but the Free 


State. 
A LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. ANT..ONY (Lab., Cork Borough) said 
that Mr. Lemass had suggested that they 
should not be represented at future Inter- 
rational Conferences of the kind under dis- 
cussion unless they had a vital interest in 
the proceedings. He (Mr. Anthony a 
gested that, as an integral part of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, they had 
a vital and direct interest in anything that 
took place at the League of Nations or other 
international assembly of the kind. He 
maintained that it was essential that the 
Free State should be represented at the 
‘Tariff Truce '” Conference, and he was not 
going to cavil at anything that had been 
done or would be done there. The country 
would be represented by its elected repre- 
sentatives, and he was quite satisfied to be 
represented by the delegates selected for the 


pu e. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, £.) drew atten- 
tion to the large increase in travelling ex- 
penses, and also in the official entertainment 
allowance, which went from £2,000 to over 
£5,000. There was a provision for £4,850 
‘for a house for the Minister in Berlin, and, 
though he was to live rent free, there was an 
allowance of £125 for rent. Had the Minister 
any idea at all of the present position in the 
country when he was putting on all those 
added expenses for what he (Mr. Corry) would 
describe as a travelling show and making an 
exhibition of this litile piece of an island— 
this pretending to be free? 


MINISTER'S EXPLANATION. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in replying, explained 
that the travelling expenses were due to vhe 
fact that conferences attended lasted muvh 
longer than anticipated, and the cost of offi- 
cial entertaining was mainly because of the 
arriva’ of the Papal Nuncio and the func- 
tions in connection with his reception. As 
to the Conference in Geneva in connection 
with the proposed Tariff Truce, the Free State 
position had been made definitely clea: at 
the last Conference, and they undertook to 
go to the ptesent Conference in order to have 
the opportunity of an audience to subiu.t 
. their case to clearly. 

Deputy Lemass apparently did not realise 


and that there might be ac 
reaction in the case of Australia, In-lia, 
Canada or Africa, but that this country, 
being in Europe, there might be an imma 
diate reaction. There was no appreciaitou 
hy the deputy of our geographical positon. 
The fact that they attended the Conference 
did not mean that there was any change of 
policy by the Government on the tariff ques- 
tion. At last year’s League of Nations Con- 
ference, when the present “Tariff Trace” 
Conference was proposed, it was suggested 
that the settlement of the economic policy of 
the League should be decided at this Con- 
ference. At the instance of the Free State 
delegates, it was agreed that the Fiscal 
Diplomatic Conference should meet befare 
the economic policy of the League was deter 
mined. 

Progress was reported, and the debate was 


adjourned.

CLASSES.

ADDITIONAL ESTIMATE 


NECESSARY. 


Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN, Minister 
for Education, moved a vote of £6,925 as a 
supplementary estimate in respect of 
technical education and attendance grants. 
'ihe inmerease, he said, was due to increased 
attendance at the classes. ‘There was an 
increase irom 15,484 in the session 1927-23 
to 18,375 in 1928-29. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that it was 
pleasant to learn that this increased estimate 
was required owing to the increased attend- 
ance at technical education classes. He 
thought that there should be some test 
before boys and girls were admitted to 
technical classes. He asked when they were 
going to have the new bill foreshadowed by 
the Minister in his speech at Limerick. 

Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin County) 
asked the Minister if his attention had been 
directed to the portion of the report of the 
Commission, which dealt with the small 
number of attendances at the technological 
classes as compared with the commercial 
classes—twenty-three per cent. against 
seventy-seven per cent. Some of the technical 
instruction was not really technical instrac- 
tion at all, but a continuation of primary 
education. If one advertised for a com- 
mercial assistant, one would get more apph- 
cations than one could carry away; but u 
an advertisement was put in for a person 
with technological knowledge, only two or 
three replies might be received. 

He would like to know how far that par- 
ticular factor had been affected by the at- 
tendance. Like Mr. Fahy, he would like 
to know when some of the recommendations 
of the Technical Committee were to be put 
into operation in a bill. It was deplora lo 
to see so many boys and girls between 
fourteen and eighteen years of age walking 
about idle because they had not technical 
education. Something should be done with- 
out delay in the matter. i 

Mr. DERRIG [(F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
asked what arrangements were being made 
in regard to part-time Irish teachers 
throughout the country. 


THE NEW BILL. . 

Professor O'SULLIVAN, replying, ad- 
mitted that technical education was not 
exactly in the position that he would like 
to see it, but, with the exception of Irish 
classes in the rural areas, there had been 
an increased attendance at every other sub- 
ject. 

The draughtsman had been busy during 
the past two months on the Technical Educa- 
tion Bill, which would deal with technical 
instruction and continnation classes, and hé 
hoped to introduce the bill within the next 
two or three weeks. It would be a mistake 
if they only trained the number of people 
that existing industries would absorb. If 
the time came when industrialists thought 
they could employ more skilled workers 
then they would find that those workers 
would be available. 

The vote was agrecd to. 


CREAMERIES. 


On the motion for a supplementary estimate 
of £46,300 for the Department of Agriculture, 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the vote referred to the purchase 
of creameries. They had succeeded in pur- 
chasing certain creameries. notably in Kerry, 
much more quickly than he hed anticipated. 
They had purchased most of the. Kerry 
creameries, and with the exception of a few 
in Kerry and Cork they were in a position 
to transfer all the creameries in the country 
to the co-operative societies. The original 
amount was £35,000 and the final estimate 
was £95,000.

On a vote for £2,621 to complete the sum 
necessary to defray the expenses of the 
National Health Insurance Commission, — 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health, said that the 
number of people insured had increased more 
rapidly than they had anticipated, with the 
result, that the amount paid out in sickness 
and other benefits had increased propor- 
tionately. 

Mr. LEMASS asked whether it could not 
be arranged to have medical certification on 
a county instead of a dispensary basis. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that he had hoped 
t> be able to reach an agreement with the 
medical profession fixing medical certification 
on a county basis instead of in dispensary 
districts, which existed at the moment, and 
which led to great discrepancies in the 
amounts paid. They had failed so far to 
reach agreement, and the doctors somewhat 
reluctantly had agreed that the Treasury 
should be reimbursed the extra amount that 
dispensary certification had entailed above 
what it would cost to distribute the fund 
on a county basis. For the year under re- 
view the Ministry of Finance had fixed the 
amount at £800, and this sum would be paid 
to the Treasury.

TREATMENT OF FIVE 
PRISONERS.

teplying to a question by Mr. O’KELLY 
(F.F., Dublin, N.), with reference to the 
treatment in Mountjoy of Aidan Sweeney, 
Patrick McGuinness, Sean Russell, George 
Mooney, and David Fitzgerald, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, for the Minister for 
Justice, said that no prisoner had been kept 
in solitary confinement in Mountjoy Prison 
during the last six months. The report cf 
the Medical Officer was that the health ol 
the prisoners named was good. Sweeney 
and McGuinness, aged respectively twenty 
years and twenty-iive years, were undergoing 
a sentence of two years’ imprisonment. Sean 
tussell, aged thirty-eight, was undergoing 
a sentence of three months’ imprisonment. 
Mooney, aged twenty-eight, was undergoing 
a sentence of two years’ imprisonment. David 
Fitzgerald, aged twenty-nine, was undergoing 
a sentence of two years’ imprisonment. Each 
of these, with the exception of Fitzgerald, 
were receiving ordinary prison treatment. 
Fitzgerald had been receiving hospital treat- 
ment for chronic cough since last October. 
For some time past these prisoners had 
voluntarily abstained from exercise, and 
refused to work. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
O’KELLY raised the question of the treat- 
ment of these prisoners again, and said that 
his information was not the same as that 
which the Minister had given in his answer 
to the question. They claimed to be treated 
as political prisoners. These five men he spoke 
of ought not to be treated as criminals. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, replying, said that Deputy O'Kelly 
was wrong in his facts, and the principles 
he put forward were not such as should be 
put forward by people who had. sworn 
allegiance to this State and to the Constitu- 


tion 
PHYSICAL FORCE. 

These men were not confined to their cells. 
They were free to go and do the work and 
obey ordinary prison discipline. They had 
been so advised by the Visiting Committee 
and the Governor, and if they injured them- 
selves by confining themselves to their cells, 
it was through a deliberate act of their own. 
Was the doctrine of using physical force im 
this country going to be upheld? 

Fianna Fail Deputies—Certainly. 

Mr. FiteGERALD-KENNEY—Is that the 
view of the party’? I am glad the cat is out 
of the bag. 

The Minister concluded by stating that the 
doctrine of the Government and Government 
Party was that, if there was to be any altera- 
tion in the Constitution of the State, it must 
be done through the medium of the ballot 
box.

In the 
event of the Chairman of any such Com- 
mittee dying or becoming incapable of acting 
as such Chairman, the senior of the other 
Judges of the Supreme Court able and will- 
ing to act shall forthwith become and be the 
Chairman of such Committee in the place of 
the Chairman so dying or becoming in- 
capable. The Chairman and one-half of the 
other members of anv such Committee shall 
constitute a quorum.’ ”’ 

The report stage was agreed to. 


NEW CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


On the second stage of the Finance (New 
Customs Duties) Bill, 1929, certified as a 


money hill, 

Mr. JOHNSON said that the tariff on 
down quilts was not a very important 
matter, except for the hundred or so people 
engaged in that industry. Only a single 
firm was affected, and it was provided that 
the tariff would continue in force for five 
years. In view of the fact that this firm was

EFFECT OF TARIFFS. 

Mr. O'FARRELL asked if Minister 
Gould tell whether the imposition of a tainff 
had any real efiect upon the progress or 
otherwise of an industry, or was he simply 
adopting the recommendations of’ the Tariff 
Commission. In 1929 nearly five million pairs 
of boots, or two hundred thousand more than 
in 1928, had been imp@rted, and they had the 
extraordinary fact that they had 830,000 yards 
of woollen materials more than in 1928.

Paris and London. 

The political crisis in France has come 
as a bolt from the blue. While the Naval 
Conference in London was at its most 
delicate point, mainly as a result of 
France’s recent memorandum, M. Tardieu’s 
Government was defeated in the Chamber 
by a margin of four votes. The cause of 
the Cabinet’s defeat was trifling. M. 
Chéron, Minister for Finance, had’ a 
certain amount of surplus money on his 
Budget estimates, which, in pursuit of 
M. Voincaré’s policy, he wished to devote 
to the reduction of debt. The Chamber, 
however, always suspicious of measures of 
debt redemption, preferred that the money 
should be applied to the reduction of taxes. 
On Monday matters came to a head. M. 
Chéron, who normally could reckon on a 
steady majority of sixty in the Chamber, 
made almost every division a vote of con- 
fidence, and finally, on some unimportant 
detail of income tax, the Government 
defeated. M. Tardieu, the Premier, 

ill in bed when the vote was taken, 
promptly resigned. France, therefore, 

left without a Government at a moment 
when her naval claims were being dis- 
cus d with the keenest interest in London, 
The President of the Republic has been 
making desperate efforts to patch up the 
crisis, but hitherto he has had no success. 
In the meanwhile the whole work of the 
London Conference is in suspense; for 
without France nothing can be done. 
Furthermore, continuity of policy is 
essential to French interests, and every 
attempt will be made to secure this end. 

There is no certainty concerning M. 
Tardieu’s successor. ‘To-day M. Doumergue 
will invite a new Premie to form a 
Cabinet, and, while there is little doubt 
that M. Tardieu will have first refusa] of 
the task, it is improbable that he will accept 
office immediately. In that event the most

Whoever he may 
be, he will be required by popular 
clamour to on M. Tardieu’s 
maximum demands, 

We do not know what has been 
happening in London during the last few 
days, but it is quite certain that the other 
naval Powers must refuse to yield to the 
French demands for increased tonnage. 
Acceptance of the Tardieu schedule would 
mean that every Power would need .to 
increase, rather than to reduce, its naval 
estab'ishment — a condition of affairs 
which, of course, would be utterly intoler- 
able. Every thoughtful man must regret 
the French attitude. If the new Govern- 
ment persists in the Tardieu claims, the 
London Conference, without a doubt, will 
come to grief. In other words, every 
Power will be free to build battleships, 
cruisers and submarines to its heart’s 
content, and the “ Big Navy ” party in 
the United States will have its way at 
last. The British people can regard the 
situation with comparative equanimity. 
Their naval demands are dictated solely 
by the Empire’s needs, and are not likely 
to be affected, one way or the other, by 
the ambitions of foreign nations. Britain 
cannot afford to enter into a building com- 
petition with anybody, and, if the 
Americans choose to lay down a huge 
fleet of new ships, their folly will be their 
own affair. Nevertheless, it would be a 
great pity if an opportunity such as 1s 
afforded by the London Conference should 
be lost. A like occasion may not recur 
readily; for, once the nations begin to 
build, they will not be eager to stop, and 
the world may find itself oppressed once 
more with a dreadful incubus of 
armaments. 
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French Rugby. 


On Saturday Rugby enthusiasts must 
choose between the rival claims of 
Murrayfield and Twickenham, 
men, naturally, will select the former 
venue, and will be assured of a grand 
display of the greatest of games, Twicken- 
ham, however, offers a peculiar 
terest. The French XV. 
will be one side in an international 
match, but, perhaps, may be described as 
the forlorn hope of French Rugby in its 
highest form. For several years France 
has been demanding a seat on the Inter- 
national Board, which demand regularly, 
and sometimes contemptuously, has been 
refused. This year, however, the French 
claim is strengthened by her two victories 
over Scotland and Ireland, and a success 
at Twickenham might bring matters to a 
head. The attitude, hitherto, of the other 
unions has not been altogether unjustified. 
In the first place, the admission of France 
to the International Board would entail 
the appointment of Frenchmen to referee 
some of our international matches, and 
*‘ vefereeing ” is known to be a French 
defect. Secondly, there are features of 
the game, as it is played in France, which 
most of us would be sorry to see intro- 
duced into these islands.

The opposition is bitter, but 
an encouraging factor is the support of 
the club that won the championna! last 
year—the Union Sportive Quillanaise, 
which incidentally is supplying four men 
to the team that will play England on 
Saturday, The future of French Rugby, 
and therefore of European Rugby, is 
swaying in the balance. Is it, or is it 
not, the duty of the four countries cf 
these islands, who taught the game to the 
Continent, to extend a hand to France 
in her troubled adolescence, even at the 
expense of their own prejudices? We are 
not privy to the secrets of the Rugby 
Unions, but it is supposed generally that 
Scotland, who refuses to class the French 
match as an international, is the chief 
opponent of the French claim. We do 
not presume to answer this difficult ques- 
tion, but we feel that it has not yet been 
considered in its larger aspect by the 
sporting public. 


Discord in Canada. 


The British 
Canada have lived together in peace and 
amity. Minor differences that have arisen 
between individual members of the two 
races have been adjusted by impartial 
courts, composed indiscriminately of 
French and British jurymen. Last June, 
however, certain insurgent Liberals, re- 
senting the claims of the Roman Catholic 
Church in educational matters, put an end 
to Liberal control of the Province of 
Saskatchewan, and installed a coalition 
Administration dominated by Conserva- 
tives. The new Administration announces 
its intention to make a drastic overhaul- 
ing of the province’s educational system. 
and, to this end, will introduce legislation 
by which English will become the only 
language of instruction in the schools, 
Something may be said in defence of the 
measure, since it is not unreasonable to 
contend that bilingualism is undesirable 
in any country. Nevertheless, when we 
consider how large a proportion of the 


Dominion’s population consists of French

likely to take offence; and the whole 
domestic harmony of Canada will be dis- 
turbed. To a large extent the infiltration 
of prejudices from the United States is 
responsible for this unhappy development. 


| Religious persecution on a large scale is 


unknown in the British Dominions; but 
the malign influence of the Ku Klux Klan 
pervades several Canadian provinces, and 
has done much to promote dissension. The 
problem of racial difference might be 
settled easily but for the fact that large 
communities of peasants from various 
European countries have been planted im 
Canada. As the Canadian Correspondent 
of The Times observes, “the special 
educational privileges enjoyed by the 
Roman Catholic religion and the French 
language have been creating serious 
obstacles. to any process of ‘ Canadianisa- 
tion ” for the children of those communi- 
ties, and are threatening to make the 
Dominion a hopeless welter of racial 
conclaves, where neither the English 
language nor British ideals will have an} 
sure foothold.’? To this argument the 
French-Canadians make the cogent reply 
that their special rights were guaranteed 
long ago by the Pact of Confederation. 


Jericho. 


Sir Charles Marston’s expedition to 
Jericho has obtained results that bear 
definitely upon Bible history. Previous 
reports informed us that Professor 
Garstang, who is in command of the 
expedition, had éxcavated the remnants 
of the city’s ancient walls to a depth of 
eighteen feet, but we were left in doubt 
whether light would be thrown on the 
familiar account of Joshua’s campaigns. 
Now, says a Special Correspondent of tl.e 
Daily Telegraph, the great stone rampart 
which surrounds the whole area of about 
ten acres, and the ancient citadel, have 
been uncovered. ‘These are not the 
earliest of the buried remains, some of 
which are dated further back than 
2.000 B.C., but they are likely to be of 
particular interest to students of the 
Scriptures. They belong to the Middle 
Bronze Age—‘‘a period,” according to 
Professor Garstang, “ which marked the 
culmination of prosperity of many 
Syrian and Pheenician cities” These 
excavations show that the great, 
stone-girt city was destroyed at the 
beginning of the Late Bronze Age (circa 
1800 B.C.). Archbishop Ussher’s chrono- 
logy places the date of Jericho’s demoli- 
tion by Joshua at 1451 B.C., but more 
recent commentators on Holy Writ, 
judging by internal evidence, have dated 
it some centuries earlier, It is a very 
significant revelation that, after the city’s 
destruction, the site lay almost deserted 
until: it was levelled up and rebuilt im 
the Early Iron Age. Joshua’s solemn 
adjuration will be recalled: ‘‘ Cursed be 
the man before the Lord that riseth up 
and buildeth this city Jericho: he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his first- 
born, and in his youngest son shall he 
set up the gates of it.’’

COLLEGE HISTORICAL 

SOCIETY DEBATE. . 


"That this House abhors Partition" was 
the subject of debate at the meeting of the 
College Historical Society, last night, when 
Mr. Lynn Doyle was in the chair. 

Opening the debate, the Auditor, Mr. C. 
B. McKenna. taking the affirmative, referred 
to the absurdity of a very small country like 
this being split into two sections, having 
separate Governments and separate Civil 
Services. 

In the things that really mattered very 
little thought. was given to this boundary, 
as, for instance, in religion and in sport. 

It was all, probably, only a question of 
patriotism, for they could not imagine a 
Free State citizen being proud of the Free 
State or an Ulsterman being proud of 
Northern Ireland, but all over the world 
Irishmen were proud of Ireland. 

Trinity College, he declared, was the only 

lace in Ireland where Irishmen from the 
North and South could meet on neutral 
ground. The present physical boundary could 
not last; it was bound to go, Trinity College 
could do much to reconcile the present absurd 
differences ; for any Irishman with any senti- 
ment must abhor partition as a thing un- 
natural. 

For the negative, Mr. J. J. Auchmuty 
said that the people of the North and South, 
were very different in numerous respects, 
and why, therefore, should they have the 
same political institutions ? 

Mr. QO. S&S. Skeffington said that unity 
within Ireland was of the utmost importance, 
both to Ulster and to the rest of Ireland. 

They should not look at it from a commer- 
cial point of view. He held that, according 
to statistics, Ulster was the poorest of the 
four provinces, 

Other speakers for the affirmative were— 
Messrs. E. O'Mahony, Record Secretary; D. 
D. Owens, and C. W. Quinn; and for the 
negative—Messrs. T. G. Tyrrell, <A. H. 
Lloyd, and W. B. Stanford. 

The motion was passed by 22 votes to 12. 

The Auditor then proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Lynn Doyle, which was 
seconded by Mr. J. D. Gwynn, Treasurer, 
and passed with acclamation. 

Replying, Mr. Doyle said that the essential 
pari of that question of debate was whether 
there was the same fundamental difference 
between the people of the two divisions of 
this country as there was between the peoples 
of England and Ireland. There could, he 
said, be no permanent unity between the two 
divisions of. Ireland if it were accomplished 


by force.

ADMIRAL BYRD AND 
42 COMPANIONS. 


SHIP ARRIVES IN NICK OF 
TIME.

Admiral Byrd i < his forty-two gallant 
companions were rescued to-day from the 
perils and hardships of a South Polar 
winter by the arrival of the supply ship, 


Antarctic ice belt. 

The embarkation of the explorers and 
their stores was begun this morning, and 
a few hours later the City of New York 
started on her homeward voyage. . 

lt was a race with time and weather ; 
for any day the ite-barrier might have 
become solid, and Admiral Byrd’s expedi- 
tion then would have been marooned on 
the ice-floes for many dreary months. 
The Ross Sea, through which the route 
lies to the expedition’s base, in the Bav 
of Whales, is usually closed by ice after 
the middle of February. 

SINCE 1928. 

_ Rear-Admiral Byrd, who was promoted 
from the rank of Commander last Decem- 
ber, in recognition of his scientific 
explorations of the North: and South 
Polar regions, which he was the first to 
map from the air, started on his present 
expedition from Dunedin, New Zealand, 
in December, 1928. 

As the result of his surveys 20,000 
square miles of Polar territory have been 
mapped. 

His most dramatic feat was in Novem- 
ber last, when he flew with three 
comrades from his base to the South Pole 
and back, a distance of 1, miles. 

In 1926 he made the first flight to the 
North Pole. and fourteen months later 
flew across the Atlantic with three 
companions.

TEN DEAD IN 
EXPLOSION. 


TWENTY MAY BE 
BLINDED. 


TOLL OF ACCIDENT IN 
NEW JERSEY.

which yesterday afternoon wrecked a 
building belonging to the Standard Oil 
Company, is now ten, six of the injured 
having died. Fifty are still in hospital, 
and nine of these are not expected to live. 
The doctors treating the injured fear that 
a score may be permanently. blinded. 

Death came as a merciful relief to men 
suffering intense agony, some of whom 
were horribly mangled and = sightless. 
Hundreds of wives, children and relatives 
of the victims stormed the _ hospitals 
throughout the night, hysterically 
struggling with the attendants in an 
effort to reach the bedside of their torn 
and seared menfolk. 

It appears that the explosion was 
caused by fumes which, escaping from a 
burst in the naptha gas pipeline, ex- 
ploded and ignited the alcohol which was 
undergoing treatment in the alcohol 
experiment section. Flames darted 
through the air and enguifed the build- 
ings as the. first whiff of the escaping 
— floated into naked fire. 

he workshop was quickly transformed 
into an inferno, the very air the workmen 
were breathing flashing up with a blue 
and intensely hot flame before their faces. 

Four official investigations have already 
been opened. 

MISSING FOREMAN. 

The authorities are conducting an active 
search for the foreman of the workshop, 
us he seems to be the man who can throw 
the most light on the mystery of the ex- 
plosion. He is believed to have fled, 
utterly unnerved by the blast. 

All that is definitely known is that 
there was a series of three blasts in rapid 
succession. A hissing clond of blue flame 
swept the building. igniting two alcohal 
vats, which exploded with a deafening 
roa~, heard for miles. Men were bowled 
over like ninepins. 

Most of the. victims were carpenters and 
bricklayers, who were engaged on adding 
a third storey to the building, and were 
at work on the scaffolding; and also 
boilermakers, who were fitting up the new 
premises. The force of the explosion 
hurled them from the scaffolding, and 
they fell to the ground like blazing 
torches. 


CRATE OF GRENADES

NINE MEN KILLED:

Nine men were killed and thirteen 
severely injured in a serious explosion and 
fire in the munitions dépét at Liossia, a 
suburb of Athens, this morning. 

The explosion was caused by soldiers 
and workmen, who dropped a large crate 
of hand-grenades which they were in the 
course of unloading from a vehicle. In 
the fire which followed three entire build- 
ings forming part of the dépot were 
burned to the ground. . 

The men in the immediate vicinity when 
the explosion took place wére killed. 

Among the injured are three officers. 

The extent of the damage 1s very con- 
iderable.

ITALIAN OFFICIAL 
STATEMENT. 


REDUCTIONS SUBJECT TO 
GENERAL AGREEMENT. 


———$—— 


The following official statement of Italy’s 
naval disarmament policy wasyissued by 
Signor Grandi, chief of the Ttalsan delega- 
tion, at St. James’s Palace, yesterday :— 

“The Italian delegation confirm their 
previous statements. They consider that 
armaments should be exclusively defen- 
sive, and should, therefore, ‘be reduced to 
the lowest possible level. If the Conference 
should not lead to agreements determining 
the ratios of strength of the several navies 
and lowering the level of naval arma- 
ments, it will fail in its purpose, and the 
hopes it has raised will be disappointed. 

“The Italian delegation wish to re- 
state that Italy is prepared, a priori, to 
accept as limit for her armaments any 
figure, no matter how low, provided it 
be not exceeded by any other continental 
European Power. Italy has not the ad- 
vantage of an ocean frontier: she is de- 
pendent for her very existence on supplies, 
three-fourths of which are vonveyed from 
overseas, along vulnerable trade rontes, 
dominated at short distance by naval bases 
of various Powers. 

“‘ Italy’s problem is that of ensuring her 
existence and, not only that, of safeguard- 
ing distant territories subject to her 
sovereignty or infiuence. 

“ Moreover, Italy, as signatory of the 
Treaty of Locarno, has incurred, together 
with Great Britain, special international 
commitments to guarantee the peace of 
continental Europe. She Peeadll a advo- 
cates reduction of naval armaments. ‘The 
idea of an armed conflict with any Power, 
whether represented or not at the London 
Conference, is totally foreign to the estab 
lished naval policy of Italy. 


CONDITIONAL SUGGESTIONS. 


“The Italian delegation outlines the 
application of the principles set forth to 
the stage reached in the negotiations. The 
suggestions that follow are natural! 
subject to the stipulation of a general 
agreement, 

‘“Under the Washington Treaty Itals 
was entitled to retain the ten capital ships 
she had in 1922. She has voluntariy 
scrapped six without replacing them, re- 
maining with four capital ships. More- 
over, in October, 1928, she suggested that 
the signatory Powers should postpone until 
1956 bui'ciag the capital ships which each 
of them 1s entitled to lay down during the 
period 1931-1936. 

_ “" The Italian Government, without pre- 
judice to the agreements reached in 
Washington, maintain this suggestion, by 
which Italy would not lay down for an 
agreed period 105,000 out of the 175,000 
tons assigned her, subject, of course, to 
the condition that the other signatory 
Powers accept the obligations resulting to 
each of them from the above suggestion. 

“ Moreover, should the other Powers 
concur, Italy is prepared to examine 
favourably the abolition of capital ships. 

“ With regard to aircraft-carriers it is 
stated that under the Washington Treaty 
Italy is entitled now to build up to the 
figure of 60,000 tons. The Italian dele- 
gation are, however, prepared to undor- 
take not to exceed the aircraft-carrier 
tonnage actually possessed at any given 
time by the strongest Continental Power 
of Europe. 

“The Italian delegation are prepared to 
undertake not to exceed the global 
tonnage of war vessels not covered by the 
Washington Treaty, actually possessed at 
any given time by the strongest European 
Continental Power. 

‘They are, likewise, prepared. to agree 
not to exceed the total tonnage of sub- 
marines actually possessed at any given 
time by such a Power. 


SPIRIT OF CONCILIATION. 


“ The above undertakings exclude the 
possibility that Italy should at any time 
exceed the armainents of the strongest 
European. Continental Power. Moreover, 
they afford the best guarantee that Italy, 
far from standing in the way of further 
reduction of armaments, will, on the con- 
trary, be instrumental thereto. 

“ The Italian delegation. do not exclude 
the possibility that they might consent to 
more extensive methods of limitation, 
should the Conference agree to an actual 
reduction based on agreed ratios of 
strength. In the meantime, they main- 
tain the suggestion made at Geneva, in 
April, 1927, to the effect that Italy is pre- 
pared to notify, six months at least before 
laying down the keel, the principal dimen- 
sions of the hull and the characteristics 
of the main armament of each ship to be 
built, provided the other Powers are will- 
ing to vive a like undertaking. 

“ With special reference to submarines, 
the Italian delegation recall their state- 
ment to the effect that Italy has no objec- 
tion. to their abolition. if a substantial 
reduction of naval armaments be secured, 
covering the abolition of capital ships. 

“ The Ttalian delegation trust that, im 
any case, the submarine tonnage will be 
reduced. 


Signor Grandi, in issuing the official 
statement, said: “I have not lost my 
hope in the success of the Conference. 
The Italian delegation maintains its 
points of view—maintains, too, a very 
deep hope that this Conference will 
reduce armaments, and may represent 
progress in the way of disarmament.”

“TRAVELLING SHOW” 
“ON CONTINENT.

Karly in vesterday's proceedings the 
deputies in the Dail discovered a new and 
imminent national danger. It appears that 
there are a number of vacant workhouses 
to let im the Irish Free State, and, pre- 
sumably, a number of individuals ready 
and willing to lease them. 

Now, a deputy might discover that onc 
of these individuals was not a fit and 
proper person to have charge of a former 
workhouse. The State Lands (Workhouses) 
Bill provides twelv. days during which 
the alert deputy can forbid the banns, so 
to speak.

“ FISHY.” 

This allusion to the motion standing 
in the name of Mr. Lemass, which deals 
with tariff duties on fish barrels, and 
which has long loomed on the political 
horizon, raised a hearty laugh from all 
sides of the House.

MISSING. WATERFORD 
POSTMAN,

MYSTERY STILL UNSOLVED.

WATERVORD, Wednesday. 

The search continues for the body of 
Laurence Griffin, the postman on the Strad- 
ballv-Kilmacthomas route, who vanished on 
Christmas night. For a time the police 
authorities entertained a hope of finding the 
body in the sands of Stradbally Cove, and 
so dug extensively on the foreshore, but | 
learned to-day that activities here have been 
concluded definitely. Most of the foreshore 
has been excavated, and long iron rods were 
used to probe the sands where digging was 
not carried ont. The police now have turned 
once more to scouring the | snrrounding 
country, going farther afield than during the 
preliminary imquiries. 

The dragging operations at the Batlinasisla 
mine shaft are being carried out daily. Early 
this morning the grapple fouled three times. 
On one occasion the iron became entangled in 
the leading wire running down the side of 
the shaft, and it was. extremely difficult. to 
raise it to the top. A second time it came 
in contact with what must have been a 
jutting ledge, and on its ascent the apparatus 
tore this away.

The Times of to-dav observes in a lead- 
ing article:—During next week a Com- 
mittee appointed by the Council of the 
League of Nations is to consider what 
amendments should be made in the |

possibilities which should be carefully 
watched in this country if we are not to 
la>~ ourselves open to unpléasant surprises. 

Under the League Covenant, add The 
Times, the sanctions contemplated are 
primarily economic—the cntting off of 
intercourse between an offending member | 
and all other States, whether members of 
th> League or not. The bulk of the work.

Sir Sankaran Nair paid a tributé to the 
moral courage and deep convictions of 
Lord Irwin, without whose efforts British 
(‘onservatives’ and Liberals’ support ior 
the announcement would have been impos- 
sible, The. announcement had changed 
the entire political situation in India. 

Sir Mahammed Habibullah, on behalf 
of the Government, welcomed the resolu- 
tion. He described Lord Irwin's 
announcement as  epoch-making.

Further applications by civil servants fo! 
compensation under Article 10 of the Treaty 
and under the Retired Officers Act, 192), 
were heard by the Civil Service Compensation 
Committee, sitting at 89 Merrion square, 
Dublin, vesterday, Judge Davitt. presiding. 

John Joseph Farreil, sorting overseer, 
Geveral Post Uftice, who eutered the service 
in 1892, said that his present salary wa 
£240 a vear. He wisned to retire from the 
service owing to the change of Government 
the insecurity of the Free State as far a 
the Civil Service was concerned, and 1! 
unrest that existed in the country, ‘‘ which 
might at any time turn into a revolution and

upset constitutional safeguards. 

With the British Government, he declared. 
there was a feeling of ahsolute securit: 
based on the ‘character and nature of: the 
British Empire. 

Miss Clara Maria Ellen Cruice, who entered 
the telephone service in 1899, and is at pre- 
sent assistant supervisor, said that she was 
retiring. in consequence of the chance of 
Government. 

Replying to Mr. Redmond, she said she had 
very strong pro-british feelings,- and would 
continue to.hold them It would be in 
violation with her principles to serve under 
the Free State. 

To Mr. Doolan—I would he prepared to 
serve in the Post Office still if the British 
were here. 

The Chairman—You did not. suffer much 
by the violation of your principles during the 
past eight years, 

The Witness—I was always pro-Britisn. 


IRISH POLITICS. 

Miss Edith Ferns, who entered the service 
in 1908 as a telegraphist and is now a super- 
visor (Class 2), also gave ‘‘ change of Govern- 
ment ” as her reason for retiring. 

Questidned by Mr. Doolan, she said that 
she was born in Dublin, and had intended to 
retire after the British left. Her opinions 
were always pro-British, and those were her 
opinions yet. She had no cause of complaint 
against the Free State as regards her duties. 
When she received her compensation she in- 
tended to live in England. 

The Chairman—Is there any other reason 
beyond your political -views which induces 
you to retire? 

The Witness—Oh, no. I do not wish. to 
live in the country now that the British 
Government has gone. 

The Chairman—What is wrong with the 
country that you want to leave it? 

The Witness—Well; there are a good many 
things. I cannot even read the names of the 
streets since the British left 

Thomas Leonard said that. he entered the 
service in 1900 and was now a Post Office 
assistant, Grade B. He was not satisfied 
with the. security of the Free State, and 
feared that there might be a change in pay. 
of civil servants. 

Answering. Mr.: Redmond, he said that it 
was not. unlikely that “there would be a 
change of government in the Free Stato and 
that the other Government party might 
smash the Treaty. Anything could happen 
in the Free State at present owing to the 
political situation.in the country. 

The -Chairman—Do you approve of the 
opposition. to. the Government: | 
' The Witness—-No; I do not. If there hed 
been no change of Government I would 
remain on in the service. 

Mr.. Redmond—What do you propose to do 
if you get. a pension? 

he. Witness—I intend to reside in Dublin 
and look out for another job. 

SIGHING FOR UNION JACK. 

Henry Rice, a linesman in the Engineers’ 
Department, General Post Office, said that ho 
did not agree with the policy of the Govern- 
ment in regard to the compulsory learning of 
Irish.
